SUMMERTIME— 
WHEN  SEWING 


There  are  so  many  wonderful  things  to 
do  and  places  to  go  in  the  summertime, 
that  you'll  want  lots  of  gay  sun  fashions 
for  your  busy  outdoor  life.  There  will  be 
time  to  make  them  and  time  to  wear  them 
if  you  take  advantage  of  the  many  care¬ 
free  colorful  fabrics  that 
wash  so  easily,  make 
light  of  ironing,  and  lend 
themselves  to  the  sim-  >  ^ 

pier  fashions  that  require  f  | 

less  detailed  sewing.  a 

For  active  sportswear,  9 

the  sturdy  wash-and-wear  fabrics  are  fa¬ 

vored  over  the  softer  ones.  However,  it's 
harder  to  press  out  fullness  and  to  press 
seams  flat  in  these  fabrics;  so  choose  a 
pattern  that  has  few  seams  and  darts, 
and  steer  clear  of  set-in  sleeves. 


Coats,  suits,  blouses,  and  dresses  —  just  about 
everything  is  sharply  outlined  with  braids  or 
bindings  this  season, and  there’s  a  marvelous 
variety  from  which  to  choose. 

Double  check  that  the  trim  you  select  has 
the  same  washing  and  ironing  characteristics 
as  your  fabric.  Because  most  braids  are  loosely 
woven,  it’s  a  good  idea  to  wash  them  before 
applying  to  a  tubbable  garment,  unless  they’re 
labeled  as  pre-shrunk  and  colorfast. 

Bindings  are  usually  bias  and  most  braids 
stretch  easily,  so  be  careful  not  to  stretch  them 
when  applying.  Your  Pattern  Primer  points 
out  where  edging  should  be  eased  to  give  a 
smooth  curve. 

The  chart  above  shows  how  to  bind  a  sharp, 
neat  outside  corner.  Figure  a  shows  how  to  do 
slits  and  inside  corners  and  also  how  to  finish 
the  ends  of  braids. 

Bias  binding  has  raw  edges  so  machine 
stitch  it.  with  right  sides  together,  to  outside 
edges  of  the  garment,  then  turn  and  hem. 
Braid  binding  has  a  finished  edge.  Fold  it  in 
half  lengthwise,  place  over  edge  to  be  bound, 
and  stitch  through  all  thicknesses,  close  to 
edge,  or  blind  hem  by  hand.  For  braids  applied 
on  the  outside  of  the  garment,  but  not  encas¬ 
ing  the  edge,  pin  braid  in  place,  sew  by  hand 
or  machine  along  each  edge.  Narrow  or  sou¬ 
tache  braid  can  be  stitched  through  the  center. 


1.  Right  sides  together,  stitch 
binding  to  one  edge  as  far 

as  corner  stitching  point 

2.  To  miter  corner,  raise 
needle  out  of  material 
Turn  unstitched  length  of 
binding  back  on  itself 

3.  Fold  binding  at  right 
angles  to  stitched  edge, 
making  a  diagonal  fold. 

4.  Turn  bias  strip  back.  Turn 
work  Lower  needle  into  the 
binding  at  corner  point 

—  let  thread  extend  over 
fold  Stitch  along  second  side. 

5.  Pin  the  miter  in  place. 

Press  binding  toward  edges 

6.  Turn  binding  over  edge.  This 
also  forms  miter  on  wrong  side. 
Turn  raw  edge  under  and  hem. 

Figure  a 

To  finish  the  raw  edge  of  braid 
that  ravels,  sew  across, 
about  'a~  from  edge,  gather 
slightly.  Overcast  raw  ends, 
pulling  thread  so  ends  are 
narrower  than  braid. 

Fo'd  over  ends  along  stitched 
line,  and  catch  down 
with  small  stitches. 


To  attain  the  arrow-thin  look  of  the  tunic  dress,  the  THE  SLIM, 

portion  of  the  skirt  that  extends  below  the  tunic  TRIM  TUNIC 

must  be  very  narrow.  But  take  heart,  there  is  more  3nipT 

than  meets  the  eye  in  the  hidden,  upper  section  of 

the  skirt.  This  part  under  the  tunic  is  quite  a  bit 

fuller  than  the  lower  part  of  the  skirt.  It  is  eased  onto  the  lean  lower 

section  with  soft  pleats.  See  Diagram  a .  Your  Pattern  Primer  will  give 

you  all  the  construction  details. 

When  you  select  fabric  for  your  tunic,  be  sure  it's  opaque  enough 
to  hide  the  seams  and  pleats  where  the  two  sections  of  the  skirt  are 
joined.  If  you  insist  upon  a  transparent  fabric,  remember  that  you'll 
have  to  completely  line  the  tunic. 

The  fabric  for  the  upper  skirt  should  be  soft  enough  to  form  a 
smooth  line  under  the  tunic,  yet  firm  enough  to  hold  the  lower  skirt. 

It  should  also  have  a  smooth  texture,  so  the  tunic  will  not  cling  to  it. 
China  silk,  soft  Siri,  or  any  similar  fabric  will  do  the  trick. 


INSIDE  FACTS  OF  SKIRTS 

The  secret  of  a  sharply  pleated  skirt  is  each  pleat  THE  PERT 
being  on  the  true  straight  grain  of  the  fabric.  An  PLEATED 
off-grain  pleat  will  always  be  askew  and  difficult  to  3^1  py 
press.  Woven  stripes  or  checks,  or  fabrics  with 
obvious  grains  are  the  best  bet  because  you  can 
easily  follow  the  grain  line  for  your  pleats. 

The  hem  must  be  on  the  true  cross  grain,  so  put  it  in  before  the 
waistband  is  attached.  Check  skirt  length,  plus  recommended  hem 
width,  and  cut  to  this  length.  Once  the  skirt  is  hemmed,  baste  it  to  the 
waistband  and  then  adjust  length,  if  necessary,  before  stitching  waist 
band.  Because  a  zipper  may  be  too  bulky  and  the  topstitching  would 
rum  a  loose  pleat,  a  bound  placket  with  snaps  in  an  under-pleat  crease 
IS  recommended  for  the  skirt  closing.  See  Diagram  b. 

To  keep  under-pleat  creases  sharp,  don't  press  seams  open  except 
at  hemline,  where  it's  necessary  to  eliminate  bulk.  See  Diagram  c.  Use 
bias  seam  binding  to  finish  hem  edge,  except  on  very  lightweight  fabrics. 
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ONE  FiTS-ONE  FLATTERS

Because  of  their  size,  most  will  need  some  inside 

POCK  ETS 

help  to  retain  a  pert  shape.  How  you  do  this 
depends  upon  the  fabric  and  stiffness  desired. 

You  can  skip  the  lining  if  you’re  working  on  stiff  fabrics  like  ticking 
or  denim.  And,  on  other  firm  fabrics,  trim  such  as  double  stitching, 
binding,  or  braid  may  be  enough  to  keep  the  pocket  from  sagging  at 
the  top.  But  for  most  fabrics,  you’ll  need  either  a  lining  of  a  lightweight 
but  firm  fabric  such  as  Sin,  Veriform,  or  organdy,  or  a  strip  of  inter¬ 
facing  applied  along  the  top  edge. 

To  completely  line  a  one  piece  pocket  and  flap,  stitch  lining  to  outer 
fabric,  right  sides  together,  and  leave  an  opening  to  turn,  see  figure  a. 
Trim,  turn,  and  press.  For  a  pocket  without  a  flap,  extend  lining  to 
hemline,  see  figure  b,  and  turn  hem  over  the  lining.  If  a  full  lining  is 
too  heavy,  apply  interfacing  on  wrong  side  of  pocket  hem  and  sew 
along  hem  edge  and  just  inside  the  hemline,  see  figure  c.  Be  sure  lin¬ 
ing  fabric  is  pre  shrunk  —  that  also  goes  for  pocket  braid  and  binding.

OUSSET 


Gussets  are  small,  but  they  are  im¬ 
portant  in  a  bodice  with  all-in-one 
sleeves.  They  give  a  smoother  fit 
through  the  shoulder  and  sleeve  line, 
allow  comfortable  arm  movement, 
and  prevent  tearing  in  the  under¬ 
arm  seam. 

There’s  no  secret  to  putting  one  in.
